I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1967,  The 
Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  md-year  population  was  '^^230 
(50  more  than  in  1966).  There  were  64  live  births  and  62  deaths. 
There  were  3 stillbirths  and  2 infant  deaths.  No  maternal  deaths 
occured.  33  of  the  deaths  were  from  strokes  and  cardi -vascular 
disease.  14  deaths  were  due  to  cancer,  5 of  them  from  cancer  of  the 

bronchus .

Aberdyfi/  Bryncrug/  Tywyn  and  0>f7rt. 

The  supply  of  water  to  tliese  communities  was  plentiful 
and  satisfactorily  maintained.  The  Merioneth  Water  Board  became  the 
statutory  water  undertaking  for  the  County  on  1st  April,  1965,  but 
the  Tywyn  Urban  District  Council  continued  to  operate  the  Towns  Supply 
as  Agents  to  the  Board  until  31st  October,  1965, 

The  supply  is  of  an  excellent  bacteriological  standard. 
Close  liason  is  maintained  between  the  Council  and  the  Merioneth  Water 
Board  who  carry  out  most  of  the  sampling.

DRAINAGE  AMD  SEWTlIblGE 

Aberdyfi 

The  discharge  of  crude  sewage  into  the  Dovey  Estuary 
is  still  the  means  of  disposal.  No  complaints  were  received  respecting 
Beach  and  Foreshore  Pollutiona 

V/ork  commenced  on  the  Aberdyfi  Sewerage  Scheme  on  the 
1st  November,  1966,  and  the  estimated  duration  of  the  Contract  was 
eighteen  months.  By  the  31st  December,  1967,  work  w^s  nearing 
completion.  The  Tywyn  Road  Pumping  Station  had  been  completed  and  the 
rising  main  from  this  pumping  station  was  connected  to  the  main  sewer, 

'Tywyn. 

The  gravitation  systems  and  Pumping  Stations  functioned 
satisfactorily  and  the  Council  made  provision  for  a third  pumping  unit 
to  be  installed  at  the  main  Pumping  Station  at  the  Morfa  Pumping  Static 
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Brynoryxi

The  sewage  pumping  station  and  disposal  works  serving 
functioned  satisfactorily.  Effluent  samples  taken  ror 
the  Gwynedd  River  Authority  proved  to  be  satisfactory.

PUBLIC  CLEANSI^K3 . 

The  system  of  public  cleansing  operating  in  ■^e  Diotrict 
is  collection  of  refuse  by  a 20  cubic  yard_ Pakamatic  Refuse  Collection 
Vehicle,  and  two  weekly  collections  are  maintained  for  uhe  majority  of 
properties  in  the  district.  The  outlying  properties  are  c o lie ctea  once 
weekly.  Refuse  disposal  is  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
two  disposal  tips  situate  at  Tywyn  and  idoerdyfi  respectively.  The  tips 
are  maintained  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Public  Conveniences  - The  several  public  conveniences  in  the  district 
were  m£intaln*ed  in  a satisfactory  condition,  both  structuraly  and 
sanitary  throughout  the  year.  Some  mis-use  of  the  conveniences  was 
experienced  through  the  activities  of  vandals.  One  new 
for  both  males  and  females  has  been  construe oed  at  Cae  Bach  Car  Park, 
Tywyn,  and  an  additional  toilet  block  has  been  incorporated  in  th 
Aberdyfi  Sewerage  Scheme  for  both  sexes.

The  Council's  Carava.n  Site  situated  at  Ynysymaengwyn 
was  opened  at  Easter,  1966.  The  site  provided  for  30  caravans  au  the 
onset  but  ov;ing  to  the  demand,  the  site  licence  was  increased  to  forty 
five  — and  subseguently  to  90.  i^n  additional  toilet  block  was 
constructed  at  a cost  of  £3,000.  In  addition  to  chis,  ^planning 
consent  was  obtained  for  the  siting  of  tents  and  an  adjoining  building 
was  converted  into  a toilet  and  shov/er  block  for  both  sexes.  Inere 
are  21  established  sites  in  the  area  of  the  Urban  District  with 
licenses  for  1,325  caravans.

Slaughterhou se  Control  and  Meat  ■ 

No  applications  were  received  for  licences  in  respect  of 
new  private  slaughterhouses.  Adequate  facilities  to  xmeet  the  needs  of 
all  the  local  butchers  are  provided  at  the  existing  slaughterhou 
owned  by  the  Tyi^n  Wholesale  Mea.t  Co.  Ltd. 

Tlie  general  conditions  at  the  slaughterhouse  have  been 
well  maintained  and  the  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  most 
satisfactory.  The  work  on  the  provision  or  aaaitional 
tho  new  legislation  has  been  satisfactorily  completed,  ihe  stunning 
pen  has  proved  particularly  beneficial  in  ensuring  the  maximum  sa  ty 

and  absence  of  cruelty. 

All  moat  was  inspected  prior  to  leaving  the  slaughterhouse 
and  was  of  very  good  quality  throughout  the  year.  Regular  visits  to
